An internal review panel also carefully considers all solicited proposals; occasionally, we invite external 
experts to review proposals as well. We are diligent in our efforts to respond promptly to proposals. 
Assuming potential grantees’ timely responses to requests for information, the entire review and approval 
process typically takes approximately six months.

The Directors and Officers of the Foundation are responsible for managing assets of approximately $ I billion to advance the Foundation's charitable mission of 
expanding access and success m postsecondary education. In 2012, the assets mcreased 5.1 percent (afterpayment of grant and operational expenses) from $1.08 
billion to $1.14 billion. Investment earnings supported the giants payout of $48 million. 

In addition to managing the assets and the grant portfolio, the Foundation leaders exercised oversight of the ambttious agenda of activities to expand the impact of 
grants, including the dissemination of research through grants and publications, a robust web site, and strategic media and public outreach. The Foundation leaders 
hold the Foundation to htgh standards of transparency and accountability for the effecttveness of its work by supporting a series of external evaluations, publishing an 
annual report and posting evaluation information on its web site.

The mission of Lumina Foundation is to expand access and success in education beyond high school, particularly 
among adults, first-generation college students, low-income students, and students of color. This mission is 
directed toward a single, overarching Goal - to increase the percentage of Americans with high-quality degrees, 
certificates and other credentials to 60% by the year 2025. This goal is a national priority for several reasons.

Conferences and Convenings . The Foundation convenes groups of higher education leaders, policy makers, 
researchers, and others who are actively involved in the effort to expand access and success in higher education, 
particularly to hard-to-reach populations including adults who originally chose not to pursue higher education after 
high school, first generation students, low-income students, and students of color. These convenings are focused 
on bringing together key stakeholders on a specific topic with the objective being both to share information and to 
develop actionable, measurable next steps. The topics range from ways to overcome barriers to higher education to 
effective strategies to increase the rate of persistence and graduation among students who enroll in college. The 
Foundation disseminates the results of these convenings on its website to leverage the knowledge gained for the 
benefit of others. In 2012 the Foundation held 31 convenings; 18 at the Foundation’s offices, 4 off site, but in 
Indianapolis, and 9 out-of-state. The location of the convening is based on the topic and the participants. The total 
number of individuals participating in Foundation convenings was 1,313 with the average convening size being 42 
participants. In addition to this convening strategy, the Foundation also actively seeks opportunities to share with 
external audiences the urgency of the need to increase degree attainment. For example. Foundation executives also 
participate actively in conferences on these subjects in the US and abroad. During 2012 the CEO made more than 
50 keynote speeches and the Foundation executives and staff participated in more than 85 conferences to share 
Lumina’s knowledge with other attendees.

Research and Publications . The Foundation conducts substantial research on issues affecting access and success in 
higher education and makes such research widely available at no charge. For example, in 2012, the Foundation 
released the second edition of its seminal report “A stronger nation through higher education: how and why 
Americans must achieve a “big goal” for college attainment.” This report offers a compelling case for the need to 
increase dramatically the higher education attainment rates, as a state-by-state analysis of the education level of 
residents, showing the work that must be done to accomplish the attainment goal of 60%. Based on the research 
and analysis of “A Stronger Nation”, Lumina released policy bnefs for each state that addressed the issues and 
challenges of each state in reaching the 60% attainment goal. In addition to “A Stronger Nation”, during 2012, the 
Foundation released three issues of “Focus” - this is a publication that highlights a significant issue in higher 
education. The research and publication work is essential to the Foundation’s efforts to build public will around 
the issues of higher education access and attainment - to move key stakeholders, and the broader public, beyond 
mere awareness of these issues to action based on the urgency the issues.
